The national commander said some 
of the earlier laws "Imposed injus 
tices upon the government which 
should have been removed, not only 
in the interest of the taxpayer, but 
in the interest of our own honestly 
disabled comrades.” * 
Over a Critical Year. 
Reviewing the last year, Johnson 
said the Legion never had faced a 
more critical twelve months. 
“ We were subjected to the most 
merciless and most untruthful cam­ 
paign of slander that ever beset an 
association of American veterans.” he 
said. “ What few shreds of criticism 
our enemies could honestly bring 
against us were magnified and dis 
torted to a degree that made even 
them malicious falsehoods. 
“ It almost became a fad to throw 
mud at the uniform of the Ameri 
can soldier.” 
Under the economy act, Johnson 
said, “ the economy knife was applied 
ruthlessly to even the most pitiful 
classes of battle-scarred veterans 
“ We remember that while others 
embarked upon a campaign of bitter 
attacks upon the new federal admin­ 
istration, the American Legion refused 
to follow that road, knowing that it 
would lead to disaster, and, by dis 
playing patriotism and grit, won back 
for the disabled a large portion of 
what they had lost. 
“ Right Jbnad’» Is Indicated. 
“ By doing that we won back at the 
same time the respect and confidence 
of the American people and of the 
American press. 
“ The decision must be yours In this 
convention whether we shall continue 
to travel that right road, the road 
that places love of country above all 
else, and thereby march on to still 
greater glories, or whether we shall 
retrace our steps and follow the road 
of recklessness and extravagance that 
will surely lead us, and those com 
rades who are dependent upon us for 
protection, to disaster and disgrace. 
“ If we continue along the road we 
have traveled since March, I have no 
fear but that we shall regain few the 
disabled all the benefits that right 
fully should be given them.”

W a s hing ton, Oct 4.—Extravagance 
and economy do not usually come out 
of the same personality , but Uncle 
Sam today is giving a curious exhi­ 
bition of both tendencies in the si­ 
multaneous operation of two distinct­ 
ly opposite policies. 
Talk to any cabinet officer nowa­ 
day s, the ones at the head of regular 
departments, and they make wry 
faces about how hard it is to get the 
budget bureau to realize that it takes 
money to carry on the routine opera­ 
tions of the government. Then look 
at some of the emergency commie- i 
sions, corporations and admihistra- j 
t’ons, and they are spending billions! 
and billions of dollars. 
The difference is. of course, that! 
Lew Douglas, director of the budget, 
feels a particular responsibility to 
keep down the normal budget of op­ 
erating ex penses a nd knows these 
regular items must carry on in the 
next decade even if the economic de­ 
pression is over. Aa for the emer­ 
gency institutions, they will be sud­ 
denly terminated whenever conditions 
make it possible to do so. A compari­ 
son then will 
be on the basis of the 
regular and not the emergency ex­ 
penses.

MAKE ESTIMATES FOR 1934. 
The budget bureau has its agents 
in virtually every department of the 
government. The estimates for the i 
next fiscal y ear, beginning July l,j 
1934, are now being made up. They 
will have to be ready very soon for 
presidential approval. 
Before this 
step is taken, the budget bureau’s 
representatives must agree with the 
departmental officers on the approxi­ 
mate amounts to be spent.

The normal budget is certainly get- I 
ting drastic treatment. As for the j 
emergency budget, this involves a; 
mandate from congress to do specific j 
things to aid the national emergency . | 
Here- the government officials them­ 
selves differ as to the wisdom of the | 
many millions being spent, but they 
have no discretion.

cnce more on the regular budget. 
Since the latter will have been 
brought to a low point during the de­ 
pression and since a demand for tax 
reduction is inevitable, the political 
parties will have plenty to talk » bout 
If the normal budget shows any con­ 
siderable expansion. 
So the record on normal operating 
expenses is being made now. 
The 
emergency items represent a theory 
that economic recovery can be ac­ 
complished by government spending. 
In Britain the Idea has been declared 
ineffective and other nations have! 
found it difficult to continue public 
works expenditures as a means of 
stabilizing employ ment. 
The emergency budget and the reg­ 
ular budget will mean a 4-billion-dol- 
lar deficit for the fiscal y ear ending 


next June. The effort is to cut. 
that 
deficit down materially by try ing to 
avoid the same amount of emergency 
expenditures in the fiscal y ear ending 
in June, 1935. Announcement of the 
estimated emergency budget will be 
made around tha first of the y ear, 
but congress will have the final « ay 
aa to its size.

Building s are assessed 
25 million dollars more than in 19 26 
and 136 million ^ollars, or 140 per 
cent, more than in 19 20. The rate of 
taxation on these assessments has in­ 
creased 16 per cent in ten y ears. 
“If property values were increased, 
assessment increases could be justi­ 
fied. But are actual property values 
today as hig h as they were in 19 28 or 
1325? 
"Little, if any , property in Kansas 
City is earning as larg e returns as it 
did a few y ears ag o.

SEECIAL TAXES RISING. 
“Special assessments, which have 
dropped to a small fig ure in the past 
few y ears, will become very larg e as 
the improvement prog ram develops 
and as work now being postponed is 
■ ■ 
with special assessments. It is prob­ 
able that 30 million to 40 million dol­ 
lars will be assessed in the nex t ten 


proposals included in the Ten-Year 
Plan and on normal current work. 
“Cart real estate stand thé cost? A 
conservative estimate indicates that 
on the present basis real estate will 
have to pay 200 million dollars in 
taxes and assessments in the nex t 
ten y ears and something under half 
of that amount in the nex t five 
y ears. 
Can real estate pay this—or 
will there be a collapse—or will steps 
be taken to make possible more 
equitable financing ? 
“What can be done toward the lat­ 
ter alternative? 
First, there should 
be made a thoroug h economic survey 
of real estate values, real estate earn­ 
ing s, business developments, popula­ 
tion g rowth, and all other factors 
having to do with business and its 
relation to tax ation in Kansas City . 
The actual value of property should 
be determined and an equitable basis 
of tax ation established.* With this 
should come a scientific sy stem of 
assessing property so as to assure 
equity not only to the individual 
property , but as between properties. 
If real estate is found to be unable to 
pay as larg e a share as now, g overn­ 
ment costs must be reduced or other 
sources of revenue discovered. 


MUST CONSIDER ABILITY TO PAY. 


BIG CUTS IN OTHER CITIES. 
“Property should not be assessed on 
the basis of its earning power in any 
one y ear. But earning power over a 
period of y ears is an important factor 
which must be considered. In Cleve­ 
land, the assessed value of land has 
been reduced 40 per cent. 
In Los 
Ang eles, the reduction was y early 40 
per cent. In other cities, there have 
been similar cuts. 
Real estate is the source of the 
g reater part of local g overnment 
revenues. In Kansas City , 6 2 per cent 
of the total revenues of local g overn­ 
ment are derived from real estate 
taxation. 
When returns from real 
estate are not sufficient to pay the 
taxes, local g overnments suffer. It is 
essential that tax es be within the 
ability of real estate to pay . As taxes 
absorb more and more of the returns, 
the value of the property drops. The 
marg inal property is not worth hold­ 
ing and it is abandoned for the taxes. 
“There has been an enormous drop 
in real estate values in Kansas City . 
The drop is not reflected in assess­ 
ments. 
On present values and re­ 
turns, real estate cannot continue to 
pay increasing taxes. The ability to 
pay must be determined and taxes 
limited to this amount. Real estate 
is the g oose which lay s the g olden 
eg g for local g overnment. Not only 
must the g oose be kept alive, but it 
must be kept in a healthy condition 
or it may lay only half as many eg g s. 


“Proposals for additional expendi­ 
tures must be analy zed not only as to 
the desirability or need of the projects 
or work, but also as to the ability of 
the city to finance them. 
“Elimination of excessive costs due 
to bad g overnmental org anization, 
duplication, or inefficient and anti­ 
quated methods must come. 
“An analy sis of the distribution of 
the cost of g overnment as between 
state and locality may show that the

“In addition to stationary or in­ 
creasing assessments in the face of 
declining returns and values, there 
la the old problem of inequality as 
between assessments.

may be over-assessed on any basis of 
determining value while another may 
be g reatly under-assessed. This con­ 
dition is widespread in Kansas City 
ind is inevitable with the present as­ 
sessing sy stem. Both an actual de­ 
termination of value and equitable 
assessments as between properties are 
necessary .

170 million people to a standard of 
living which is as near a common 
standard, an ab solutely equal dis­ 
trib ution of food and clothes and 
housing, as is possib le in human so­ 
ciety. 
Let us hasten to say that it is a 
low standard, prob ab ly only ab out 
one jump from misery—nothing like 
the normal American standard. In ­ 
cidentally, the peasants have not risen 
to the city standard. 
Famine and 
want are always just around the cor­ 
ner from the peasants. 
Hence the 
tremendous rise of urb an population 
in Moscow since the revolution. 
The peasant still has his typhus 
and the diseases of malnutrition and 
undernourishment and want. 
But 
since the b eginning of human history 
cities have ridden on the b acks of 
farmers. They are doing it under 
Communism, as they have always 
done it under capitalism. But the de 
gree of sub sidence b elow the normal 
Russian standard of living which the 
peasant suffers is after all only 


| B ctler T han U nder Czars. 
One may say that the Communists 
have 
succeeded 
approximately 
in 
b ringing all Russians to this common 
low standard of living. It is certainly 


sub sistence. In the west, the peasants 
and the exploited workers were kept 
down to unb elievab ly low levels of liv­ 
ing. Western Europe and America in 
the last 100 years have developed j 
gradually the living standards of 300 
million people. These people are sup­ 
plied with the maohinery of life as a 
going concern at a vastly higher 
standard than the Russian standard 
has b een... 
An O pportunity to Sell. 
Outside of Russia the white man is 
housed« fed« clad and machine-served 
in a notab le contrast, even to the 
present, b ettered conditions of Rus­ 
sian life. 
It has taken 100 years to 
equip the 300 million white men out­ 
side Russia with the comforts of life. 
Now suddenly on the market appears' 
this Russian group containing nearly 
a third of the world’s white popula­ 
tion, 
demanding 
everything 
from 
b rassieres and elastic garters to air 
conditioning 
machines. 
They 
are 
making .this tremendous demand all 
pell-mell, helter-skelter, in less than 
a decade. 
If there is any intelligence in the 
cupidity of capitalism, it will nurse 
that Russian market, and give it 
whatever it demands in the way of 
political attention and terms of credit. 
For following closely b ehind the skirts 
of the girl in the red b eret is the 
goose that lays the golden egg.

the government rolls who should not have been there. They are con­ 
fining their agitation to the protection of bona tide battle-scarred men. 
In view of this, the prophets say it will be impossible to organize 
a first class bonus march on Washington this winter. 


D e valu in g. 
Master minds now are arguing in dark corners about the extent of 
dollar devaluation to be expected. 
Congressional sources favor a devaluation of 50 per cent. The value 
of the dollar abroad now is around 65 cents. They desire to make It 
50 cents. That would mean II grains in the dollar instead of 22. 
Such talk is useless speculation. The figure cannot be fixed even 
approximately until the time for devalution is set. Then economists will 
calculate how much devaluation is necessary to help restore the 1926 
price level or the 1923-25 average level. 


Roots. 
The thing to remember in all this current credit expansion talk 
is that you cannot expand anything by doubling the room for it. 
The root of credit lies in business prospects. If prospects are good, 
men will borrow and banks will lend. If prospects are indefinite, both 
men and banks become cagey. Loading the banks up with money will 
make no difference. 
Impartial economists believe that is the fallacy of the existing situa­ 
tion. They think it is impossible to expect the absorption of expanded 
credit facilities until a definite monetary policy of some kind is assured.

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Wo rld Reco very Evid en t, 
The report on the improvement in general 
busines* conditions in various parts oi the 
world that has just been read to the economic 
commission of the assembly of the League of 
Nations, meeting in Geneva, Is like a patch 
of blue sky , seen through the cIoud.s that have 


be e n , gathering over Europe in the last six 
months. 
The reporter for the commission has an­ 
nounced that there is now evidence that the 
world depression has begun to lift, with pro­ 
duction gaining and unemploy ment diminish­ 
ing. and that the economic situation in the 
United States is showing particular improve- 
m ait. 
Whatever interiH-etation, Indeed, is 
placed on individual figures, the direction of 
their trend, as a whole, is unmistakable. It is 
upward. 
Thu* the heavy industries in Great Britain, 
like steel and wool textiles, are doing a better 
business than they were a y ear ago. The iron 
output for August of this y ear, for example, 
was the largest for any month since November, 
1930. The industrial production index for the 
third quarter of 1933 is nearly 10 per cent above 
tha t for the corresponding quarter of 1932. 
And British unemploy ment has fallen by more 
than 600.000 in the last twelve months. The 
improvement in Great Britain is particularly 
significant, because conditions there have been 
peraistently bad for several y ears. 
Prance, which perhaps has felt the depres­ 
sion less than any other major commercial 
nation, continues to be in fairly good shape, 
w ith very little unemploy ment. 
In Germany 
the government claims that unemploy ment, 
which has been a very serious problem, has 
been reduced by more than a million in the last 
y ear. While the accuracy of the figures is in 
doubt, there is believed to have been improve­ 
ment. Austria, to the south, has 110,000 more 
persons at work, according to the government 
iigures, than a y ear ago. an improvement that 
is roughly proportional to that reported from 
.Germany . In six months unemploy ment in the 
Netherlands has fallen from 404,000 to 271,000. 
It seems evident, as the reporter for the as­ 
sembly ’s commission declared, tha t the eco­ 
nomic depression generally is lifting. 
Unfor­ 
tunately , the political depression is not. The 
failure of the London economic conference, 
largely as a result of economic nationalism, 
and, more particularly , the inability of the 
Geneva disarmament conference to make any 
real progress in more than a y ear and a half, 
both reflect the disturbed political condition 
of the world. 
And the suspicions and fears 
engendered In the rest of Europe by the program 
of the Hitler dictatorship in Germany have 
been deepening from month to month. 
The clt» e relationship between political and 
economic developments is generally recog­ 
nized. And now that an economi'« improve­ 
ment has set in at last, it would be a tragedy 
if it were to be lost, or seriously retarded, by 
unsettled political conditions. If the world is 
to have a general recovery , it must also have 
a period of peace and international confidence. 
To promote such a period is perhaps the major 
task of world statesmanship toda/. 


Clo sin g a Vice-Co n su la te. 
The decision to close the British vice-con- 
« ulate in Kansas City at the end of this y ear 
Js to be regretted, although It is not surpris­ 
ing, in view of the fact that some twenty other 
offices of the same rank have been closed by 
the 
British 
government 
elsewhere in 
the 
United States in the last y ear and a half. The 
reason given for the government’s action is 
tha t it is a measure of economy , and not that 
there is no longer any need for a vice-con­ 
sulate here. As a m atter of fact, it is prob­ 
able that the need for a British consular rep­ 
resentative in Kansas City will grow, with the 
commercial development of the city , and it is 
hoped that the closing of the office here will 
prove only a temporary expedient, rather than 
a permanent pplicy of the foreign office. 


Hitlerism a n d Wo rld Op in io n . 
The censorship of the press Is so complete 
In Germany that it must be extremely diffi­ 
cult, if not impossible, for the average Ger­ 
m an to form any true conception of what the 
outside world thinks about the Hitler dictator­ 
ship. B ut some foreign publications do reach 
Berlin and a recent correspondence between 
Count Schwerin von Krosick, the finance min­ 
ister 0^ Germany , and Sir Walter Lay ton, the 
distinguished British economist and editor of 
the London Economist, gives an Interesting 
glimpse of the attitude of the National S.eial- 
1st regime toward foreign opinion. 
Count von Krosick. who has known Sir 
W alter personally lor many y ears, first wrote 
to protest against an article in the iS;onomlst, 
dealing with "The Brown Book of the Hitler 
Terror and the Burning of the Reichstag 
Buibding.” The count complained agains. the 
cetMiltisions drawn in that article to the ef- 
fe d Uiat hif government was disregarding the 
"o rdUiar/ e tm m o f iudice and hunuuuts;/* 
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and declared that the respect in which Sir 
W alter had been held by himself and other 
Germans would "now be seriously impaired.” 
Sir Walter replied, calling attention to the ad­ 
mitted fairness with vhich the Economist had 
alway .s tried to deal with German problems 
and offering to attend the Leipzig trial of the 
men charged with setting fire to the reichstag. 
The finance minister readily acknowledged 
the sincerity of the editor of the Economust 
but very pointedly failed to invite him to at­ 
tend the Leipzig trial. The implication of his 
letters w*as that it was unfair for foreigners 
to comment on the reichstag fire before the 
trial. 
But, as Sir Walter pointed out. the 
German government and its supporters have 
shown no such hesitancy in proclaiming the 
guilt of the defendants in advance of their 
trial and there is scarcely any reason for com­ 
plaint if foreigners prefer to hold 
them 
innocent until proved guilty . 
• The responsible leaders of Germany ,” writes 
Sir Walter, "must be under a strange delusion 
if they fail to recognize Iww deeply stirred and 
shocked the world has been by these aspects of 
the new regime.’’ 
But It Is only by chance 
reading of some foreign publication like the 
London 
Economist 
that 
the 
leaders 
may 
stumble on what the world is say ing.

JIE small town of the middle West has 
occupied a conspicuou.s and perhaps 
disproportionate 
place 
in 
recent 
American fiction. 
One might con­ 
clude that our modern novelists were the first 
to recognize and report on its narrow'ness, its 
drab provincialism, its monotonous and re- 


thelr own editorials. 
Their Journals reflected 
their own personalities and were not so much 
newspapers as organs of opinion which exer­ 
cised a deep influence in their communities. 
Mr. Howe was endowed with an extraordi­ 
narily large fund of common sense, and had a 
dry , philosoii^ical humor which gave to his 
sententious cmnments on hum an nature and 
the common things of life In a small town an 
original and pungent flavor difficult to de­ 
fine, 
Ckipious examples of it are to be found 
in his books, such as "Country Town Say ings," 
"Ventures in Common Sense” and "The In ­ 
dignations of E. W. Howe.” 
He had been 
reared in the West and had first-hand au­ 
thentic knowledge of the small town in its 
very origins. 
He knew the frontier settle­ 
ments, those shabby rillages built of unpainted 
wooden shacks strung along a single street, 
deep in dust in summer, deeper still in mud in 
winter, and lltterea with the rubbish of a pre­ 
carious and squalid existence, embry o towns 
w ith a mean, provisional aspect, in which 
there was nothing fixed or perm anent. Every ­ 
body intended one day or another to move on 
in hope of finding an easier way of making a 
living. Some of these settlem ents after a few 
y ears disappeared altogether; others grew into 
country towns, each uith a church, school, 
courthouse and jail, those four pillars of 
civilization. But the pioneer spirit set its seal 
upon them all.

Edgar W. Howe, the author of “The Story of 
a Country Town,” was the pioneer in this 
field, hair a century ago. 
He edited and 
published the Globe newspaper at Atchison, 
a small town 
in 
Kansas, and 
for more 
than a generation the Atchison Globe was 
widely quoted all over America, 
He be­ 
longs to a race of editors and publicists that 
once flourished in America, but now. alas, has 
almost vanished. 
'These 
men owned 
and 
edited their own newspapers; they knew their 
trade; they had begun life, most of them, as 
journey men printers, and they could at a 
pinch turn to the compositor s case and set up

instincts was aprt; to suffocate—unless he had 
the courage to revolt. 
This Mr. Howe did 
when, about 1880, he wrote “The Story of a 
Country Town.” He wrote it at night after a 
hard day ’s work in a country newspaper of­ 
fice, wrote it on the table in the kitchen of 
his house, the only place where he could find 
the quiet for his literary labors. W hen it was 
finished he sent the manuscript to all of the 
publishers in the East, one after another, and 
one after another they promptly declined it. 
Finally , in despair, he had it set up in his own 
job-printing office, printed 1,000 oipies and 
sent it in its provincial dress out into the 
wforld. 
But it made no stir. 
Then after a 
while he received letters of congratulation 
from Mark Twain and William Dean Howells. 
Mark Twain said: 
"Your iricture of the arid 
village life is vivid, and what is more, true. 
I know, for I have seen and lived it all.” Mr. 
Howells reviewed it favorably , and then all 
of the publishers who had declined it asked to 
have the manuscript sent back to them. And 
so the book was brought out in worthy form, 
but only now. even after going through several 
editions, is it coming into its own. 
The novel, with its romance, its comedy and 
its tragedy , seems somewhat old-fashioned in 
its literary conventions, but its real tragedy 
is not so much in the story as in the life that 
conditions it, and this Mr. Howe remorselessly 
sets down with all the bitter irony and sarcasm 
of his mordant humor. 
In his hand the ro­ 
mance of pioneering loses all its glamour, and 
‘The Story of a Country Town,” in its bleak 
scene and the hopeless mi.sery of the life it 
portray s, is in that sense a western fondant 
to ‘’Ethan Prome.” 
No one in the book is 
happy CH- contented or able to find any satis­ 
faction 
jn 
life—unless 
it 
be 
the 
village 
simpleton. 
TOWNS o r UNHAPPINESS. 


"I became early im pressed”—the book is WTit- 
ten in the first perscm. though it is not auto- 
biographical save in the sense tha t all books 
are autobiographical— "I 
became 
early 
im ­ 
pressed w ith the fact tha t our people seemed to 
be m iserable and discontented, and frequently 
wondered why they did not load their effects 
on wagons again, and move away from a place 
which made all the men surly and rough, and 
the women pale and fretful.” 
I'he Twin Mounds of the novel was a 
ty pical prairie town of the “Middle Border” 
such as might have been found fifty y ears ago 
any where in Kansas, Nebraska or Iowa, and 
one can well understand the indlgnarions of 
E. W. Howe at the melancholy aspects of its 
life. 
Twin Mounds, of course, has greatly 
changed since that day . 
Originally the out­ 
growth of agrarian life and grounded in Anglo- 
Saxon tradition and habit of thought, it lias 
been completely altered by modern Industrial­ 
ism, and its population, whilst amazingly en­ 
larged, has been dilute(i by a foreign immigra­ 
tion not y et assimilated. It has made progress, 
or what we call progress. 
There have been 
vast ameliorations, an enormous Increase in 
wealth, an extraordinary rise In the sUndard 
of Uving; it. Uke every other town, offers op­ 
portunities for education and improvement, • 
and can show a considerable amount ot gen­ 
eral culture; more, perhai» . than would be 
found In village Ufe abroad. But in this proc- 
*8* the materialism of poverty was unfor­ 
tunate!/ traoaBiuted into th§ materiallMii of 


prosperity , and the culture really prized was 
not a culture of humanity , not an appreciation 
of hum an values, but a culture of the machine 
and the stock exchange, 
A man's standing in the community was de­ 
termined not so much by his character and 
achievement as by the am ount of money he 
possessed. Business became an almost my stical 
cult, success in business became the ideal, the 
end and aim o i life, and any thing that inter- 
tered with it, or questioned its authority , was 
taboo. 
The machine displaced the man; it 
was the new era, the golden age of mass pro­ 
duction and standardization. 
This idea of 
mass, this Jove of the big. possessed the gen­ 
eral mind. Was it not, only a short time ago, 
the official boast in high quarters tha t “com­ 
pared with even the most advanced country in 
Eurc^Je, we consume four times as much elec­ 
tric current, have seven tim es as many mc^or 
cars for each thousand people, and more than 
four times as many telephones and radio 
sets”? 
AN ERA OP STANDARDIZAnON. 


This m athem atical and unimaginative con­ 
ception of life, with its complacent ignorance 
of all spiritual values, must in time utterly 
destroy every thing tha t makes for culture and 
charm and meaning in personal existence. 
For, along with mass production and standard­ 
ization of things, there must inevitably be a 
mass opinion and standardization of thought, 
and so a mass ty ranny of the mind. Dissent, 
individuality and distinction are not, in such 
a sy stem, tolerated for very long. 
Each man 
perforce must be like every other, and the en­ 
tire community reduced to a dull, uninspiring 
uniformity . And since, in such a society , with 
its steady , stubborn insistence on conformity , 
the standard of taste and Intelligence is de­ 
term ined by the lowest common denominator, 
it can only end by forcing down the w'hole 
mass to a dead level of mediocrity . 
That Is 
the distinguishing feature and the terror of a 
society based solely upon a mechanical and 
materialistic conception. 
Fortunately , however, things had not got to 
quite that fatal pass in the Twin Mounds of 
today ; its citizens were too naively enthu­ 
siastic over their prodigious prosperity and 
bourgeois comfort for it to last. In the sud­ 
den and tragic collapse of their fortune they 
were the victims of an irony more m ordant 
than tha t of Mr. Howe. For the gods of m a­ 
terialism, whom they worshiped with such 
unquestioning faith, basely belray eKi iliem in 
the midst of their most fervent devotions. But 
out of their disillusionment and suffering a 
new spirit is emerging, a new sense of values 
will replace the old, and the old and gracious 
hum an qualities that have alway s been there 
will reassert themselves when the life of Twin 
Mounds and of the world shall have recovered 
once more its equilibrium.

Another form of treatment which 
is worse than failure because it usu­ 
ally aggravates the condition, is nag - 
i ging on the part of the parents. Call­ 
ing the child’s attention to the habit, 
commanding it to stop, making fun of 
it, punishment for the offense, all 
are absolutely to be condemned.

Admittedly their cure is very diffi­ 
cult, as may be seen by the fact that 
they so often persist into adult lifa 
and 
are 
noticeable 
in 
grown-ups. 
Patient understanding and consid­ 
eration must be employed.

most often of all they are due to • 
constant strain the child is under to 
compete with its companions in school 
or athletics, and a long period of rr“ “ 
in bed may be the method of cure.
